H o w lo C u l t i v a t e H e e l* . 
Beets arc raised to a larger extent, and the 
net receipts of the crop are greater, than that 
of almost any other vegetable cultivated for 
market purposes. 
H ie beet is always raised from seed, and 
the soil best suited for its successful cultiva­ 
tion is a deep, rich, sandy, or more projierly a 
loamy Soil, dry and light, rather than moist. 
Sowing in seed-bcJs aud transplanting have 
b, en tried successfully for ail extra early crop; 
but for a late crop, where the object is a 
large, clean root, it is not so profitable as 
low ing in the bed where th?y arc left to grow. 
To prepare the groutid for Hie beet, select a 
suitable piece aud have it thoroughly plough­ 
ed and harrowed, having it first well manur­ 
ed. 
Draw furrows two feet apart, throwing a 
furrow to the one just opened on each side: 
th J o])eiiing of the furrow and then closing it 
make the ground fine and more suitable for 
t ie lieut th in it would otherwise lie. 
Level 
oil the top ut I ho ridge nicely with a hoe or 
an iron rake held alm ost upright, then with 
the back of a woodcu rake make two drills 
one half to two inches deep near each side of 
the ridge. 
Having selected good seed of an 
Improved variety, sow it along in the drills 
very thinly, covering the seed lightly with a 
rake or any suitable implement, taking care 
ai Hie saute lim e to keep off the clods and 
sioucs. 
Sometimes we sow radishes between 
the rows on each ridge, as they come gff be­ 
fore the beets arc large enough lo sustain any 
material injury from the additional crop. 
When (lie young plains have come out luto 
Ie ives, an I are one, two, or three inches high, 
they must be thinned out and cleared from 
woods, either by boud or hoeing; they must, 
al all events, l»e kept clean to insure a paying 
crop in good season. 
They should be thinned 
f oui six lo twelve inches apart, and if any 
ara missing, the Ihinuiugs can be transplant­ 
ed in their place if done on a cloudy or raiuy 
afternoon, anil the 
sets" have been kept 
wet duriug the interval. 
The thinnings are 
sometimes sold as spinach, if near a market. 
The early varieties of lim beet are planted 
the last of March or tho beginning of April, 
and gathered the last of June, when a gener­ 
al or winter crop can be put iu the sam e 
ground, or they can be left for a late crop.— 
Tho<e planted first will bare their full growth 
by September or Oetolier, and can then be Iud 
for use until cold weather approaches, when 
they should be dug up and the tops taken off, 
leaving Hic crown uninjured. 
They are then 
put in dry sand in tho cellar, 
root-cellar, or 
some place convenient for use. 
If auy have 
been lelt in the b el by being froxen in, they 
should be attended to immediately in the 
spring, as soon as the ground has thawed suf­ 
ficiently to prevent them irom putting out 
new shoots and being injured thereby. 
They 
can be kept in the sand till the last of spiiug, 
if properly cured for and kept covered ail the 
lime. 
To save Hie seed, select a few of the largest 
and most vigorous, and transplant them in 
eilbcr the fall or spring, aud in tho autumn 
next following they will produce good seed. 
They must be tied to stakes to support them. 
Some of Hie most generally knowu and cul­ 
tivated varieties are Casteloandary, a large 
rooted kind of Hie blood-red variety, in much 
favor in France, and equally esteemed here 
on account of its general good qualities—cul­ 
tivated largely both as a market sort and for 
family or stock use. 
Extra Early Bassano, a 
tender, juicy variety, with rose-colored and 
white flesh; when sown late it is highly es­ 
teemed by many as a winier beet. 
It keeps 
well. 
Early Turnip Beet, smooth, tender aud 
good,about tea days later than the Barly Ba-- 
saDO. 
Henderson's Pineapple, a short-topped 
variety, of a deep crim ion color, a favorite 
with many growers. Long Biood-Beet, a stan- 
Uard variety, of which there are some sub-va­ 
rieties in the seedsm en’* catalogues, depend­ 
ent more, however, upon care lo aelecUog 


good Btockroots for seed than upon any other 
cause, for the quality of tho 
straiu.—H earth

H o w to C u l t iv a t e I tc e ts . 
Beet3 arc raised to a larger extent, and the 
net receipts of the crop are greater, than that 
of almost any other vegetable cultivated lor 
market purposes. 
The beet is always raised from seed, and 
the soil best suited for its successful cultiva­ 
tion is a deep, rich, sandy, or more properly a 
loamy soil, dry and light, rather than moist. 
Sowing in seed-beJs and transplanting have 
been tried successfully for an extra early crop; 
but for a late crop, where the object is a 
large, clean root, it Í3 not so profitable as 
sowing in the bed where they are left to grow. 
To prepare the ground for the beet, select a 
suitable piece and have it thoroughly plough­ 
ed and harrowed, having it fir3t well manur­ 
ed. 
Draw furrows two feet apart, throwing a 
furrow to the one just opened on each side: 
the opening of the furrow and then closing it 
make the ground One and more suitable for 
t ie beet than it would otherwise be. 
Level 
oil the top of tho ridge nicely with a hoe or 
an iron rake held alm ost upright, then with 
the back of a wooden rake make two drills 
one half to two inches deep near each side of 
the ridge. 
Having selected good seed of an 
improved variety, sow it along in the drills 
very thinly, covering the seed lightly with a 
rake or any suitable implement, taking care 
at the same time to keep off the clods and 
stones. 
Sometimes wc sow radishes between 
the rows on each ridge, as they come Qil be­ 
fore the beets arc large enough to sustain any 
material injury from the additional crop. 
When the young plants have come out luto 
leaves, and are one, two, or three inches high, 
they must be thinned out and cleared from 
we.-ds, either by hand or hoeing; they must, 
at all events, be kept clean to insure a paying 
crop in good season. 
They should be thinned 
I otn six to twelve inches apart, and if any 
are missing, the thinnings can be transplant­ 
ed in their place if done on a cloudy or rainy 
afternoon, and the " sets” have been kept 
wet duriug the iuterval. 
The thinnings are 
sometimes sold as spinach, if near a market. 
The early varieties of the beet are planted 
the last of March or the beginning of April, 
and gathered the last of June, when a gener­ 
al or winter crop can be put iu the same 
ground, or they can be left for a late crop.— 
Those planted 11 rat will have their full growth 
by September or October, and can then be had 
for use until cold weather approaches, when 
they should be dug up and tbe tops taken off, 
leaving the crown uninjured. 
They are then 
put in dry sand in tho cellar, root-cellnr, or 
some place convenient for use. 
If any have 
been lelt in the beJ by being frozen in, they 
should be attended to immediately in the 
spring, as soon a3 the ground has thawed suf­ 
ficiently to prevent them lrom putting out 
new shoots and being injured thereby. 
They 
can be kept in the sand till the last of spring, 
if properly cared for and kept covered all the 
lime. 
To save the seed, select a few of th e largpst 
and most vigorous, a n d tra n sp la n t them in 
either th e fall o r spriug, a n d in tho au tu m n 
next following they will p ro d u ce g ood Becd. 
They m ust be tied to stakes to s u p p o rt them. 
Some of the mo3t generally known and cul­ 
tivated varieties are Castelnandary, a large 
rooted kind of the blood-red variety, in much 
favor in France, and equally esteemed here 
on account of its general good qualities— cul­ 
tivated largely both as a market sort and for 
family or stock use. 
Extra Early Bassanó, a 
Leader, juicy variety, with rose-colored and 
white flesh; when town late it is highly es­ 
teemed by many as a winter beet. 
It keeps 
well. 
Early Turnip Beet, smooth, tender and 
good,about ten clays later than the Early Bas- 
sauo. 
Henderson's Pineapple, a short-topped 
variety, of a deep crimson color, a favorite 
with many growers. Long Blood-Beet, a stan­ 
dard variety, of which there are some sub-va­ 
rieties in the seedsmen's catalogues, depend­ 
ent, more, however, upon care in selecting 


good stockroots for seed than upon any other 
cause, for the quality of the 
strain.—H earth 
a n d Home.

Washington, March 13 —At 9 o’clock a. m. 
Mr. Sumner’s remains were taken from his 
late home to the Capitol in a hearse drawn by 
four white horses, followed by 250 colored 
men on foot,Including Frederick Douglass and 
Pincbback of Louisiana. The congressional 
committees and Massachusetts delegation with 
families In deep mourning followed in car­ 
riages. The remains wero placed on a dais 
In the rotunda of the Capitol, which was fairly 
burled in flowers. The body was dressed in 
plain black. The face was slightly discolored. 
An immense crowd was about the Capitol, 
and by 11:30 o’clock it was os large or larger 
than at the Lincoln obsequies, embiaciug a 
large number of blacks, it ¡3 estimated that 
5,000 petsons went away unable to obtain ad­ 
mittance. The rotunda and Senate chamber 
were heavily draped in mourning, and chairs 
were provided for the President, Cabinet and 
other persons invited. The body having been 
placed upon a catafalque, across sent by Mis3 
Nellie Grant was placed upon the casket. All 
being then seated, Mr. Carpenter announced 
that the religious so. vices appropriate lo the 
occasion would now be performed. 
Rev. Dr. Butler, chapluiu of the IIou30,then 
read fromSciiptures and offered a fervent pray­ 
er. Ha was fallowed by Rev. Dr. Sunderland, 
Chaplain of the Senate, who also read from 
the Scriptures and followed with a lengthy 
prayer.

E. Bogardus vs. J. and C. KtaUyr 
was argued, and Judgment of lower court 
ufflrmed. 
On Friday fnorniag Dandy was brought up 
for sentence. After u few words to tbe pris­ 
oner, in which the Judge 9aid the evidence 
tended lo show there was a premeditated de­ 
sign to commit tiie assault aud battery iu tbe 
meeting, and that bo far as the court could 
see by the evidence, there was nothing in the 
exhortation of the complainant made In tbe 
meeting addressed to the prisoner, but to a 
clas3 of persons.

On llie 17ih of February, 1873, at 8 o’clock in 
the evening, while Mr. Legg. who is abachalor 
about 70 ycar3 old, was ut his house with his 
house-kceper, Christina Lasher, two men 
entered claiming to be detectives with tbe 
authority to search the hou3e in order to see 
if he paid sufficient taxes. A pistol was put 
at the head of the old gentleman, aud he was 
requested to show them where the money war. 
They were shown a chest, which was opened 
and one of the robbers found a roll of bills to 
the amount of $45) in an old arithmetic. They 
also pocketed some $30 in gold, and various 
oilier articles. At the time of the robbery 
one of Hie tr eu bad a mask on his face, while 
the other was mu filed to the eyes. The main 
defence in the case will quite likely be the 
question of identity. 
No. 43, Mary C. VanBurcn vs. Abram 
Snyder and Leuman G. Searing, was then 
tried.

B. Smith, who was 
at tint? a manufacturer of candy and cigars 
i i this city. While in the employment of 
Smith about May lOtli, 1870, lie embezzled 
some StfO of money collected in Mai blefown 
and Iiochesier, and Smith h id him arrested 
and taken befare Charles. G. Cooper, a police 
justice. A hearing was had aud Elmendorf 
was committed to jail. To compromise this 
matter and get Elmciulorl out of j.iii, it is 
claimed the note was given, wherefore the 
note Is void because it i » given to compound 
ur settle a crime, and refrain from prosecuting 
a pending criminal aclioti. Il was shown that 
Elrnsmlorf ivas arreste.1 on a warrant issued 
i>y Cooper, the police justice, and after an 
examination was sent to jail, where lie re­ 
in lined some lime. Ilis brother then had a 
conversation with Smith, when a note was 
given, as above stated. Elmendorf was then 
released. At the close of the evidence, tic 
defend nil’s counsel made a motion lo non­ 
suit the plaiul ifi on llie ground as hereinbefore 
slated, cla ming there was no question of fact 
for the jury.

He proposes, wc understand, 
to make three or four mero cuts at one opera­ 
tion and at any required depth, by the use of 
circular saws, and claims that with this ma­ 
chine two men can do as much work as five 
boy3 and horse-. The propelling motion is 
obtained by a windlass and pulley, the mach­ 
ine drawing itself torwanl, as it were, and re­ 
quiring very little attention.—Poughkeepsie 
Eagle.

Well Is it for our Catholic popula­ 
tion that their pastors interest themselves in 
anything that may tend to their welfare; for

A former assistant engineer of the 
Vanderbilt says that that boat frequently went 
from Troy to New Yoik without burning more 
than ten tons of coal, while on ihe up trip 
thirteen ton3 were consumed. This assertion 
goes to sustain the theory of the down grade. 
Another person who has been a navigator all 
bis life says that tnc ex-Vanderbilt engineer 
talks absurdly, and that it is much cosier for 
a steamboat to come f.om New York lo Troy 
than it is to go from Troy to New York. Tbe 
last report of the United Stales coast survey 
shows that Vau Wie’s Point lighthouse (six 
miles from Albany) ia fifteen feet above the 
level of the sea. The light house is said to be 
twelve feet high. If these figures arc correct, 
tho bed of tbe river at Van Wie’s Point is on­ 
ly three feet higher than it is at New York, 
and the statement of Appleton’s Encyclopedia 
is overthrown. We refer the subject to the 
1». P. I. student3 for further and conclusive in­ 
vestigation.— Troy Tinus.

We have received the following communi­ 
cation on this subject: 
Mr.. Editor:—Iu your issu? of Feb. 20th, I 
noticed an article from The Freeman liable to 
mislead the public. It wid be well to bear in 
mind that the classis of Orange dissolved the 
connection between Connitt and the church of 
New Prospect, May 3 •, 18U9, and in conse­ 
quence of liis stubbornness and insubordina­ 
tion lo every mandate of classis, they, on Hie 
10th of August, 1870, pronounced on him the 
filial sentence of deposition Irom the office of 
the sacred ministry, ¿ud suspende t him bom 
the communion of the church. And yet this 
man has, upon technical ground?, succeeded 
in occupying the parsonage premises unt 1 the 
19th of February, 1874, while the church aud 
their ministers have been subjected to every 
possible inconvenience. The Court of Ap­ 
peals, which was the court of last resort, af­ 
firmed the decision of the Supreme Court 
against Connitt on the 8th of January, 1874. 
The news cf Hie decision reach New Prospect 
on the 9th, and then for the first it began to 
lie tumored that Connitt bad fallen on the ice 
on the 3d, on which day lie was seen riding 
out. And it is a well-known fact to those 
who have given attention to the matter that 
there was a great deal more mud than ice at 
that time, and it is a matter of a great deal of 
wonder where lie could have found icc to fall 
ou at that lime . 
But the consistory were disposed not only 
to treat him humanely, but with magnanimity. 
Connitt had called in a physician in whom wc 
all have entire confidence, who did not think 
liis injuries sufficient lo make an examina­ 
tion of his case. The consistory further took 
the precaution to send another physician 
or large experience ami among the first iu his 
{ 
irofeision, who examined him and reported 
o the consistur.’ that, in his opinion, there 
could be no injury resulting lo Connitl’s health 
nor otherwise from his being removed. Yet 
the consistory gave him thirty days io vacate, 
and on the day before the thirty days expired 
be had delivered ut tho parsonage a load of 
cmil. lie was soon notified to vacate by the 
13th, at noon, which notice was disregarded 
as before. Consequenily the necessary papers 
were placed in the hands of tbe Sherill,au<J oil 
the 18th he waited upon Connitt in person and 
required him to vacate, which lie declined to 
do. Consequently the Sherill proceeded ou 
the day following to * j ?ct him from the prem­ 
ises. And while in this act The Freeman 
says “ lie had not yet finished, when Demar- 
esuthe other dominie came, etc.” Dominie 
Demarest was not there on that day at all, 
consequently the conversation a; represented 
to have taken place betwpen Dr. Demarest 
and Sheriff Saxton that day is a gross per­ 
version of the truth. 
Coni'ill’s gooos all being removed, on Fri­ 
day, the 20ih, and on S.nurday, tho 21-t. tbe 
Doctor Iteing in possession caused a stove to 
bo put up. when the work of setting the house 
in order was at once commenced. Then on 
Monday morning at an early hour, though 
the weather had very mncli the appearance of 
rain, teum* were gathered from every quarter, 
and soon the road was linen between fine 
Bush (where the goous were stored) and the 
parsonage iu conveying iba goods to their 
destination. 
The church, with their pastor, now feei very 
much as did the Apostle. “ to t latik G »d and 
takecourjge,” sinca that mm. who, like an 
incubas, with four others calling themselves 
the Consistory and repre-etuing nobody but 
themselvps, have been forced by the strong 
arm of tbe law to surrender to the church its 
dues.
